Washington, Dec. IT.—An explana­ 
tory statement issued concerning the 
new tariff for Chiba, says it is a revision 
of the temporary military tariff adopted 
Aug. 8 by the war department for the 
port of Santiago, which was a general 
reduction of 63 per osnt tm the tariff im­ 
posed by Spain on all imports into Chiba 
from the United States and all other 
countries except Spain. The rates in 
the tariff about to go into farce, with 
•ame few exceptions, are greatly below 
the rat* * now in force at Santiago. The 
new tariff Iras been framed with a view 
to the rehabilitation of the island. 
The 
doty on paving stones, which are likely 
to cut an important figure in the sani­ 
tary rehibtlitation of Havana, has been 
abolished and the duties on chemicals, 
tar and pitch and crude oil heavily cut. 
The iron cure and steel rail duties have 
been reduced OO per omit. Goal and 
agricultural implements are put on the 
free list 
Class 9 is a most important sh od ole 
for both the lumber interests of the 
United States and those engaged in var­ 
ious Cuban industries, especially Agri­ 
culture. 
The first thing necessary after the 
supplies (rf cheap food are available, 
will be to remove a* far as possible the 
impediments to a supply of cheap lam­ 
ber tor rebuilding what lias been de­ 
stroyed by the war, 
It has been decided 
to make a uniform reduction of 60 per 
cent on the entire schedule. 
The proposed tariff makes a nominal 
charge of $1 per head on all imported 
cattle, in lieu of the tax heretofore ex­ 
acted by the Spanish government for 
slaughtering the animals when used for 
food. The revenue necessities make it 
Inadvisable to abandon all revenue from 
this source. The duties on other ani­ 
mals, such as horses, mules, sheep, etc., 
have also been reduced to a nominal 
•tate. 
The duties on instruments, machinery 
aud apparatus employed in agricultural 
industry and locomotion, have been 
•hanged from specific to ad valorem and 
it to believed the reduction of duty made 
on machinery used in agriculture and 
the manufacture of sugai to IO per cent 
ad valorem will ald in the reconstruc­ 
tion cif the smaller sugar plantations. 
The food schedule has been recon­ 
structed so as to make it more equitable 
in its classifications and to eradicate as 
far as possible serious discrepancies in 
rates 
In view of the fact that Cuba a 
general ion ago exported 
100,000,000 
pounds of coffee and that it produces a 
vary fine grade of this important article 
it has been deemed advisable to restore 
the duty on coffee to the maximum 
Spanish rate. 
Tobacco, the duty on which under the 
Santiago tariffs was altogether too low 
to prevent the importation to Cuba of 
inferior grades of tobacco and its re-ex­ 
portation as Cuban tobacco, has bean 
put at a rate in the proposed tariff 
which, It to believed, will effectually 
prevent any dishonest practices of this 
kind.
